But, let this proclamation be read attentively, and 
it will be diſcovered how little the captors had to expect 
from the exceptions in the concluſion; any perſon the leaſt 
acquainted with the contrivances' of claimants in the Ad- 
miralty-Court, will at once underſtand that the greateft 
part of the effects on the iſland might be coloured into the 
deſcription of property excepted in that proclamation ; but 


the honeſt, unſuſpecting ſailor attended only to the pro- 


miſed riches. He had been in the habit of conſidering all 
thoſe who traded on the iſlands as his country's foes, and 
that their effects and riches were lawful plunder. Thoſe 


exceptions were dictated, no doubt, from a ſource of wif- 
dom and moderation, and the plunder was repreſented to 


be of ſuch immenſe value, that it might be well imagined, 
that after the claimants were ſatisfied, the captors would be 
well rewarded: but in the iſſue it proved the reverſe, and 
we fee the money ſo graciouſly intended to be given by his 
. as a reward for the bravery of his ſailors and ſol-

Petitions are now before parliament from 7 a part of the 
captors, „That leave be given to bring in a bill to veſt
